DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 ,2,4-23 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As per the 
independent claims, the claim recitations toward differential indexing in huffman codebooks is 
not explicitly taught by the prior art of record. With respect to the prior art of record, Miyasaka 
et al (6484142) teaches determining the largest absolute value of the input data (col. 13 lines 45- 
55); choosing/selecting the optimal codebook among multiple codebooks (col. 24 lines 58-64); 
with calculating the indices (col. 20 lines 55-65); and calculating values retrieved from the 
combination table (col. 22 lines 25-37); however, the prior art of record does not explicitly teach 
the combination of the recitations of the independent claims as noted above.
